T he governor sm iled when he fou nd 
the nu m ber thirteen confronting him 
again, for he believes it m eans lu ck 
to him. 
T he stu dents, m ore than a thou sand 
strong, will take Mr. Wilaon directly 
to his hotel on arrival at W ashington 
and he will attend tbe sm oker given 
that evening by the P rinceton Alu mni 
association of W ashington. 
T he nex t 
m orning the stu d ents will escort Mr. 
W ilson from his hotel to the W hite 
Hou se, w here P resid ent Taft will Join 
the incoming president and ride w ith 
him to the Capitol 
T he stu dents, to ­

of New Jersey, will precede the pres 
idential carriage to the Uapitol.

The project to establish a public 
market in Brainerd has been con­

erd Boosters club has addressed a cir­ 
cular letter to 300 fumers 
of 
the 
county explaining the project as fol­ 
lows: 
Brainerd, Minn., Jan. 30, 19 13. 
Dear Sir: 
Brainerd and Crow Wing county 
should have a public market situ­ 
ated at the county seat which will 
offer tile farmer the opportunity to 
dispose of at cash prices his various 
vegetables, butter, eggs, and other 
farm products, including hay, wood 
and live stock. 
The market should be under the 
supervision 
of a “ Market 
Master" 
whose duties will be to see to the 
rental of the various booths and 
stands wherein the farmers will ex­ 
hibit their wares, but everything to 
Ive under the management of an as­ 
sociation to be formed by the farm­ 
ers. 
The business will thereby be 
their s and managed by them in their 
own way and for their own benefit. 
The Market Master however, will in­ 
spect the quality 
of 
the 
produce 
guaranteeing equal privileges to all 
producers and pure food to the buy­ 
ers. 
Business will be done on a cash ! 
basis, and this promotes careful in­ 
telligent buying. 
The farmer will 
obtain latter prices by selling direct 
to the people and receive cash in 
hand enabling him to use that cash 
in making his own purchases of oth­ 
er goods at cash prices. 
A good market held on certain days 
in the week) will do much to encour­ 
age truck gardening and intensive 
farming, and every farmer within 
reach of this market will be sure of 
having a cash market for all of his 
products; anu a certain day in the 
week probably will be devoted to the 
sale of live stock. 
This will be a purely co-operative 
institution for the producers, ana 
managed by men of their own selec­ 
tion, and the city housekeeper will 
be benefited by being able to buy 
fresh goods from first hands. 
That 
a public market is of great and last­ 
ing benefit to both the producers and 
consumer has been proven by the 
ease of Dubuque, iowa, and other 
cities, where markets have been con­ 
tinued uninteruptedly for long period, 
and in the case of the city of Du­ 
buque since 1857. 
A meeting of tne farmers and oth­ 
ers interested will be held at the 
ounty seat at some early date to be 
named.
